If you 
come through, o.k.; if you don’t, it’s 
just tough luck, that’s all. We are go¬ 
ing out on another raid tonight—as 
the saying goe ( s, anything can happen 
—for results of it, consult your daily 
newspaper.” 

In a previous letter to his parents, 
the R.A.F. pilot officer said: “Person¬ 
ally, I like the idea, and 1 will get a 
big kick out of bombing the Jerries to 
h . . . . But, for Pete’s sake, don t 
start worrying all over again. It’s all 
just as written. If one loses, one loses, 
that’s all. I believe if you are going to 
get it, you will get it, whether it is 
from the Jerries, bad weather, flying 
accident, motor accident or tripping on 
a banana peel. Keep the chins up, 
folks. We all have to pull together in 
this business now.”

We 
can never actually count on the quality of a crop, UQtil 
w;e have survived September, and got the grain under 
cover. 

Our harvest weather has been worse than usual this 
year, though by no means setting a precedent. In fact 
bad Septembers have been an experience many a year. In 
1931 there was one half day of threshing between Sept. 
7 and 24. In 1932, another year of heavy crop, it rained 
almost all September and harvest drugged on late into 
the fall. 1934 was another trying year, in which there 
were 20 degrees of frost on’ Sept. 18, with daily snows, 
and zero weather September 24. 

1936 was kinder, bringing fine harvest weather and 
the first bluster on September 24. In 1936, the drough, 
year, everything was wound up by September JO. The 
years 1937 and 1938 were favorable on the whole, but 
last year, was a heart breaker. * 

It may divert our minds from our current wo3s to re¬ 
call that up till the end ol October last year, threshers 
had had only 15 days of threshing,since August 3L In 
fact, one outfit was on one farm for 49 days during 
which there were only 11 days threshing. Most of Sep¬ 
tember and October in 1939, was spent in watching it 
rain and then watching the stocks almost dry out in 
time for another rainfall. At Jliat, there was only one 
inch of rain in September and then more than another 
inch the first day of October. On October 21 the water 
wagon was rolling in town and on-October 24 there was 
the daddy of all snowstorms with 10 below zero temper¬ 
ature. However, the snowstorm cleared things up and 
broke the jinx and threshing outfits pulled in on Novem¬ 
ber 18. 

By the law of averages, we should have had a good 
September in 1940. But it was something of a repeti¬ 
tion of the previous year, perhaps even more sefious 
from the standpoint of crop, deterioration, and even 
more trying because of the excellent early prospects. 
But it is wonderful how many bad Septembers we 
, have lived through and forgotten. Always we are in 
despair, but some way or i.t er, we .->eem to pull through

laying With Fire 


/CANADIAN people are ashamed of the trade that 
has been carried on between Canada and Japan. 
Fiver since Japan invaded. China, organizations in Can¬ 
ada have been protesting the shiploads of scrap iron and 
copper moving out from this country to Japan. While 
we piously work up contributions to care for the wound¬ 
ed and homeless Chinese, we cont nued to strengthen the 
Japanese sinews of war, so that there would be more 
wounded Chinese tor whom to tal(e up collections. 

Granting that Canada's scrap iron contribution has 
been the merest fraction of Japan’s needs, and granting 
also that other countries have been conducting similar 
sales, this still does not acquit this country of responsi¬ 
bility. 

Everyone is familiar-with the incident in Vancouver, 
some months prior to the outbieak of war, when a young 
lad threw himself in front of a truck load of scrap iron 
moving toward the wharf. His reason given in police 
court was that he would rather be killed by scrap iron 
leaving Canada, than by scrap iron returning in the 
form of shrapnel from Japanese guns. 

This young man's reply should be engraven on the 
hearts of all governments in this allegedly civilized 
world. Tlie Great God Tiade has been served at ines¬ 
timable cost. I’he whole procedure up to the veYy out¬ 
break of war is something very much a ,: ve in the hearts 
of the people. c 

If Britain, United States, France, Canada and suen 
sympathetic powers had withdrawn their trade from 
Japan when that country invaded Chiriir; if they had 
done the same when Mussolini invaded Ethiopia; if they 
had withheld sale of war material from nations which 
they knew to be hostile and aggressor, it is doubtful if 
the present war would have developed. 

And with this lesson still unlearnt, Canada continues 
to supply Japan w ilh war mater.al, in spite of the Japan- 
Germany military alliance. American action in placing 
an embargo on outgoing material to Japan, simplifies 
the effectiveness of Canadian action. 

The ramifications of trade are beyond ordinary grasp. 
Material which goej to one country may easily find its 
way to an enemy country. There is much subterfuge 
about the whole business. But direct shipment of poten¬ 
tial war supplies from Canada to a partner nation of 
Germany ut too much for Canadian people to counten¬ 
ance.

To Farmers in Grasshopper Infested Districts of Alberta 

It is essential that farmers residing in grasshopper infested areas 
of the province accept greater responsibility than usual for protecting 
their own crops from destruction by grasshopper. 

Where grasshoppers were numerous this year, it is reasonable to 
assume they may be much more abundant next season, unless effective 
precautions ar£ taken. You are within the area where it is expected the 
plague will be severe in 1941. * - , 

There are two classes of grasshoppers; 

1. Those that lay their eggs in headlands, roadsides or other 

grassy locations. - , 

2. Those that lay their eggs in grain and stubble fields during 
and after harvest. 

The first class attack grain fields from the outside and can be pois¬ 
oned on their breeding grounds or at the margins of the crops being 
attacked. 

, The second class of grasshoppers is more difficult to desUwyn In 
the spring, the eggs, which have been laid in great number^>ver the 
entire field, hatch out and the young hoppers destroy theJhtire Crop 
before effective control measures can be applied. It is almost impos¬ 
sible to save a crop so infested. The hoppers may be destroyed by 
poisoning, but the crop is usually lost. If the hoppers are not destroyed 
they may migrate to adjacent fields to continue their destruction. 

In 1941 it is quite probable that, due to enforced economy, poison 
of grasshoppers may have to be confined to crops produced on sum- 
rherfallow and properly cultivated stubble land. 

Therefore, we strongly urge you to seed only summerfallowed land 
in 1941 if you wish to avoid loss. . 

If you must seed some crop on land that was cropped in 1940, it is 
urgent that you shallow cultivate all such stubble field to a depth of not 
more than two inches, thus exposing the eggs where sun and wind 
can dry them out. The egg-pods extend only an inch to an inch and a 
of the province accept greater responsibility than usual for protecting 
half below the soil surface, so whether you use a cultivator, tiller, disc 
or blade weeder, care must be exercised to avoid going too deeply, thus 
re-covering the eggs with soil and trash. A cultivator with two-inch 
teeth will do a good job and leave most stubble standing for snow- 
trap. Many farmers report that poison bait has been unnecessary to 
save the crops grown on fields the following year after careful fall cul¬ 
tivation of stubble fields. 

Keeping in mind the fact that poison bait may not be available for 
stubbled-in crops, we urge you to REFRAIN FROM CROPPING EANl) 
IN 1941 THAT WAS NOT SUMMERFALLOWED IN 1940. If this 
policy is followed, next year’s poisoning campaign will not be waged in 
grain fields but rather on head-lands and in fields being summerfallow¬ 
ed where the hopper can be confined and poisoned I with very little 
trdmrle or cost.

The Farm Storage Plan will come 
into operation on October 8th and pay¬ 
ments will be made on all grades of 
wheat delivered to the Board between 
November 1, 1940, and July 31st, 1941.

(From Alberta Dept. Agriculture) 

A record crop of wheat and an ex¬ 
panding live stock industry will very 
likely lead to a greater use.of wheat 
in the feeding rations. For some time’ 
it has been known that wheat is satis¬ 
factory for finishing hogs and from 
experiments conducted at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, it was found that 
wheat compared very favourably with 
barley for fattening swine. 

Ine one experiment, equal parts of 
wheat, oats and barley gave average 
daily gains somewhat higher than 
were made on either grain when fed 
alone. The same experimnt indicated 
that less of the mixture was consumed 
per 100 pounds gain than when the 
grains were fed alone. It was also 
found that less wheat than barley was 
needed to produce 100 pounds of pork. 

Wheat has not been widely used as 
hog feed because of its relatively high 
price, but at present prices it is profit¬ 
able to feed wheat to hogs. Whether or 
not it would be profitable to feed 
wheat instead of barley depends not 
only upon the relative prices of these 
grains, but also upon other local fac¬ 
tors. Insofar as the feeding values are 
concerned, however, wheat can be in¬ 
corporated in hot rations with satis¬ 
factory results. 

In the case, of cattle, wheat can re¬ 
place barley for either dairy or beef 
animals. For dairy cows wheat should 
be coarsely ground or rolled, and for 
beef cattle both barley and wheat give 
better results when ground. In th} 
grain ration of dairy cows, wheat 
should not constitute more than 50 per 
cent, of the mixture. 

Wheat appears to give best results 
when used in a mixture of wheat, oats 
and barley, although mixing with oats 
only is preferable to feeding it alone.

What Actually Happened 

“Hitler had given solemn promise 
that the war would end in a year. But 
Japan carried forth only feebly in 
east, and the later agreement guaran¬ 
teeing France’s remaining in Indo¬ 
china, will not encourage Japan to 
keep promises to Germany in the fu¬ 
ture. 

“Italy made no strong attack 
against the British navy, and her bat¬ 
tles were weak.

Attacking England Alone 
*“As the result of these difficulties 
the Fuehrer is forced to attack Eng¬ 
land alone, contrary to plan. There is 
also the verge of a war in central Eur 
ope and the Balkans. A war between 
Hungary and Rumania would immed-. 
iately involve German, Russian and 
even Italian soldiers against each oth¬ 
er. Hitler may probably be able L 
persuade the Kremlin, because Stalin 
is not ready to turn to democratic 
countries at present. But one cahnot 
help wondering what type of help Hit¬ 
ler can get in future months from hi- 
allies. 

More Favorable For Britain 

“That is why the position of the 
British Empire is more favorable than 
generally believed. It is reliably said 
that Ribbentrop proposed to Ciano at 
the Vienna conference that Hitle’ 
should- give Mussolini substantial Ger 
man forces .to help in attack on Eng 
land of Iraq and Ban petroleum. The 
Italians were,made to understand that 
it was at present much more import¬ 
ant to overcome Britain in the Medi¬ 
terranean than to win the battle of 
London. 

Hitler insisted on the adoption of 
this new plan. In conclusion the plan 
forecast that as soon as the Axis ruled 
ihe Mediterranean, and the British 
fleet was beaten at Alexandria, the 
Action on Britain would slow up. In 
midwinter while famine rages through 
Europe, IJemiany would offer excellent 
peace terms to London—so the Fueh¬ 
rer stated. England would be forbid-

Hitler’s position in respect to de¬ 
livery of German-made goods to South 
American countries is badly hampered 
by the British blockade. He guaran¬ 
teed fall delivery of goods totalling 
500 million with confidence that he 
could beat the blockade. But he ha« 
been unable to make delivery, which 
means financial loss, and also loss of 
German prestige. 

An interesting article in the current 
American exposes the Nazi program 
for domination in South America. For 
years a steady program has gone for 
ward in underselling at prices far be¬ 
low any approached by other cour.. 
tries. Another powerful influence is 
through teachers, and there are 5,000 
German school teachers in South 
America, as compared with 100 Ameri¬ 
can teachers. They have represented 
thfcmselves as retired teachers, eagej 
to continue work with no thought ol 
pay. School books have been in circula¬ 
tion with very subtle propaganda in 
troduced, and there have lieen tourist 
bureaus, radio and similar deviou. 
methods of influencing the public. The 
whole affair has been to emphasise 
European lineage and connection, and 
a ridiculing of United States. 

There is a threatened breakdown 
owing to Hitler’s failure to ge' 
through the blockade and the article in 
the American Magazine sees the 
American opportunity to step in.

Supports His Views in Gen¬ 
eral Way, Seeing Forces of 
Past and Future 


"Begin Your 
Course Early 
and Be Just That 
Far Ahead" 


The wife of Col. Charles A. Und- 
liergh' States her views in her third 
book, published Thursday. A little 
Volume, it is entitled “The Wave of the 
Future,” expressing, in her ^words, 
‘some new, and perhaps even ulti¬ 
mately good," conception ‘on humanity 
trying to’ come to birth, often through 
evil and horrible forms and abortive 
attempts.” 

She cannot see the war, she writes, 
simply as a struggle between the “for 
ces of good” and the “forces of evil.” 

“If I could simplify it into a phrase 
at all, it seems truer to say that the 
‘forces of the past’ are *fightinK 
against the ‘forces of tht future.’ The 
tragedy ia, to the honest spectator, 
that there is so much that is good in 
the ’forces of the past,’ and so much 


that is evil in the ‘forces of the future.’ 

Mrs. Lindbergh decries the war fear 
she says exists in the United States 
and expresses hope that Americans 
may meet the demand for reform with¬ 
out bloodshed. 

“We may ask ourselves whether,” 
she writes, “we must jeopardize the 
reforms already started here in our 
own country by plunging into the tur¬ 
moil abroad; whether the efforts of 
our present pioneers also shall be 
wasted. Or might not a course be 
found which took advantage of, rather 
than opposed, the great forces push¬ 
ing in the world.”
